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THE CITY HOSPITAL 

Dr. Nietert’s statement in the Post-Dispatch of Friday shows 
a condition in the City Hospital so degraded, degrading and 
disgraceful that the mind shrinks from the thought of it. 

The number of patients averages 675. There are 22 rooms in 
the building, 12 being used as wards or divisions. In these 
12 rooms 700 persons sleep—about 6 in 4 room. 

In che dull ring’’—pleasant word that—bull ring—80 patients 
sleep. ° 
There are 15 nurses who must care for 680 patients—1 to . In 
Chicago City Hospital the proportion is 1 fo 15; in eastern hos- 
pitale the ratio is 1 to 10. 

“The building is antique, inadequate and altogether unsuited 
for a hospital,” says Dr. Nietert. The health department 
gives the hospital all necessary assistance. Our corps of phy- 
siclans and nurses do their full duty. But the small size of the 
building is responsible for unavoidable evils.” 

In this hospital, which is itself a breeding place of di 
patients breathe contaminated air; sane and insane must be 
eared for in the same wards, clean and unclean, sufferers from 
acute diseases and chronic cases of the . debcription—all are 
brought together higgledy piggledy, without possible considera- 
tions of order, seemliness or decency. Dr. Nietert is immod- 
erately temperate when he says that “every patient who leaves 
the City Hospital has the right and ought to criticise the ac- 
commodation he received here.“ n 

Something musi be done. Common humanity requires it. 

If permanent provision cannot be made because of legal ob- 
stacies, let a temporary structure be put up. Let rooms be 
rented in the neighborhood, where patients can be decently 
sheltered and treated. Law or no law, this much at least can 
be done.

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Though Believing Wound Was Fatal, 
Gonzales Bravely Remarked to City 
Editor, “I’ve Given You Boys 

a Good Story.” . 


COLUMBL”’ 8B. C., Jan. 17.—N. G. Gon- 
gales, editor of the State, who was shot 
through the oody by Lieutenant-Governor 
James H. Tillman, is still alive,. but his 
case is thought hepeless. 

Grave symptoms have developed. The 
large bullet from Tillman's weapon, 
fired at close range, almost severed the in- 
testines in four places. 

The wound is similar to that which ended 
the life of President McKinley, and the 
fear is that blood poisoning may result 
as in the President’s case. 

Dri W. Gill Wylie, a famous New York 
surgeon, cane here in answer to an urgent 
call for consultation with the score of phy- 
sicians attending the editor. 

The best residents of the entire state are 
deeply interested in the condition of Till- 
man's victim, and neither money nor skill 
is being spared in an effort to save his life. 

Prayers are being offered all over the 
state for his recovery. 

The patient met the attempt hpon his life 
and subsequent. surgical operation with rare 
heroism. 

The doctors thought it not impossible 
that his indomitable will and his fine phy- 
gical condition, the result of a clean life, 
might save him. This hope has nearly dis- 
appeared.

His 
absence from the Se does not mean that 
he is impeached.

REMARKABLE FORTITUDE. 

Mr. Gonzales has shown a brave spirit 
from the very moment that Mr. Tillman 
confronted him with the revolver. 

He had scarcely time to raise his eyes 
to Mr. Tillman when the bullet struck him. 
Although dazed and staggering from the 
mortal hurt, he looked squarely at Mr. 
Tillman and said calmly: ‘ 

“You coward, shoot again.”’ 

That Mr. Gonzales knew his wound to be 
serious was thown by his sayi to James 
Sims and Gainewell La Motte, Mho ran to 
him as he was falling: 

He has killed me.” 

There was not a word of complaint as he 
was half carried to his. office 
near by, where he was placed on a table, 
his head supported by a bundle ‘of papers. 

“I was unarmed,” he said, “and there was 
no cause for my assassination, but I shall 
gladly die a martyr to a good cause. I 
have done my duty and have nothing to re- 
gret.” 

As Mr. Gonzales talked to his statt. giving 
them some directicns about important busi- 
ness matters, he fainted and lay un- 
conscious for a few moments. - Recovering, 
he looked up smilingly at his city editor 
and intimate frieha, Mr. Watson, and sald: 

“Well, old fellow, I have given you boys 
a good story today.“ 

The doctors have permitted Mr. Gon- 
zales to make a brief statement. The 
wounded man said he had. just left his of- 
fice and started fur home. 

When some distance from his office, He 
saw Tillman coming toward him. Two men 
were with him, one of whom was Senator 
Talbert, the other he id not know. 

They were walking abreast; and, as the 
street was crowded, he would probably 
have brushed IUlln an in passing. 

To avold that, he walked across the pave- 
ment, intending to pass on the inside. As 
he was doing this, Tiliman fired. For a 
moment he was dazed and greatly weak- 
ened by the shock. 

Coming to himself hs !eaned against the 
wall of the building for support. After 
firing the shot Tillman said: 

“I've done what you told me,“ and still 
aimed the weapon at him. When his vic- 
tim told him to shoot again, Tillman. low- 
ered his revolver, brushed-it on his sleeve 
and walked away. 

Questioned about the report that Till- 
man said: “I got your message,“ Mr. 
Gonzales said most positively that he had 
sent him no message, that his meeting 
with Mr. Tillman was totally unexpected 
and that he was not armed.
